1 . (Twice Amended) A method of treating a viral infection by inhibiting replication of a 
virus by decreasing the infinity of GAPDH for viral RNA in the virus infected cells, 
comprising administering to a subject in need thereof a therapeutically effective amount of a 
deprenyl compound, such that treatment of the viral infection occurs by inhibiting replication of 
a virus by decreasing the infinity of GAPDH for viral RNA in a virus infected cell. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the viral infection is caused by an RNA virus. 

3. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 2, wherein said RNA virus is HIV.
